Iron Works, of Clark & Co., on Thirty-sixth 
Street, exploded with disastrous effect. The night

@ loud explosion started the workmen, and that 
of the works in the vicinity of the boilers 

was filled with a cloud of death-<dealing steam. 
Through the dense mist came the shrieks and 
groans which notified the employes beyond harm's

Scarcely had the hills belting the Allegheny 
Ceased toreverberate the tcnes of the explosion 
when the frenzied, frightened wives, mothers and 
ehildren began to rush upon the scene and peer 
anxiously into the faces of the gasping, dying men, 
seeking to identify their loved ones, or inquiring in 


agonized tones it they had escaped. Women half 


Greased, others putting on their clothing as they 
fan, children almost nude and screaming at the 
top of their voices, crowded and jostlea each other 
im the mad rush for the mill. After arriving there 
there was silence for a moment, and then a 
woman's wail was heard, and another, and another, 
till there was nothing but a discordant chorus of 
feminine shrieks and moans and cries of anguish. 
The cries and groans of the par-boiled men would 
occasionally rise above the shrieks of the women. 
it was an awful scene, and the physicians who ar- 
rived said they were almost unnerved at the sight 
and in the presence of so much human suffering, 
physical and mental. The injured were found lying 
im all positions. Some of them were so far away 
from the battery that it seemed impossible that 
they could have been injured by the explosion. 
Thelarce number of boys hurt is accounted for by 
the fact that they were employed to handle the 
hoop iron, which was rolled in the mill nearest the

SHORT ON MARGINS, 


Failure of Wm. Heath & Co., a Premi- 
nent Wall Street Firm. 


The Announcement on the Stock Ex- 
change Causes a Sensation in 
Financial Circles— The Failure 
Mainly Due to the Operations of 
Henry M. Smith in the Stock Market 
—An Assignment Made by the Firm 
—Mr. Smith’s Assignment — Two 
Millions Involved in the Failure. 


New Yor, October 2.—There were rumors last 
evening thata prominent house was in financial 
difficulties, and the stories took definite shape be- 
fore the opening of the board this morning, when 
the statement was made that Wm. Heath & Co. 
was likely to fail, and a meeting had been held be- 
tween Mr. Gould and Mr. Cammack to consider the 
advisability of assisting him over his present diffi- 
culty. As Mr. Heath appeared onthe Stock Ex- 
change atthe opening and no further develop- 
ments were made, the general conclusion was that 
the rumors were false, but shortly before mid- 
day the announcement came from the 
rostrum of the Stock Exchange, thatthe firm of 
Wm. Heath & Co. was unable to meet its obliga- 
tions. The shock was not nearly as great as many 
had anticipatéd. It is impossible at present to learn 
anything definite as to the immediate cause of the 
failure, but rumor says the house was short over 
100,000 shares of stock, and the general impression 
of the street is that che failure is due largely to the 
inability or unwillingness of 

A PROMINENT SPECULATOR, 
who was recently reported in financial trouble, to 
respond to the demand for additional margins. It 
is possible that the failure is dus to the tardiness 
of more than one customer,

There have been a large number of transactions 
under the rule for cash in Lake Shore, St. Paul, 
Lackawanna, Northwestern, Western Union, Union 
Pacific.

ConsTANTINOPLE, October 2—Further reports of 
fighting between advanced posta on the Martza 
this morning increases the panicky feeling at the 
palace. Mustapha Pasha has been reinforced and 
is reported to have 7,000 men, and there are 8,000 
men in the garrison, and reinforcements are being 
hurried to the front. The telegraph wires have been

STRENGTHENING THE MEDITERRANEAN SQUADRON.

Lowpon, October 3.—The Admiralty decided to- 
day to strengthen the Mediterranean squadron or- 
dered to Tarkish waters. The Island of Cyprus 
is being reinforced from Malta and Egypt, 
and will probably be made 2 {first- 
class naval station. 

A Russian squadron is assembling in the Black 
Sea, ostensibly for naval manuvers. 
Measures are being taken to guard 
both ends of the Suez Canal 
from a coup demain. Thecombined French and 
Russian fleets in those waters exceed the 
British war ships at present on the sta- 
tions in weight of guns and numerical force, but 
the situation will be reversed within the next 
twenty-four hours by the detention of ships 
on the way home from India, under orders 
telegraphed by the Admiralty this morning.

Why He Is Opposed to Hyde-as 
 \ Postmaster. 


He Lays the Responsibility on the 
Business Men—Why Mr. Hyde is In- 
competent to Fill the Office—Mr. 
Glover States His Position With 
Force and Frankness. 


Hon. John M. Glover returned from Washington 
City last evening and was seen on Change and 
among business men to-day. He was, of course, 
the subject of much attention, considering the 
position he has taken with regard to the candidacy 
of Mr. Wm. Hyde for the Mr. 
Glover expressed himself in the strongest language 
against the probable appointment of Mr. Hyde, and 


when seen by a Posr- Disraron reporter gave an in- 


terview which may be considered the warmest 
thing yet brought out. 

Mr. Glover said: “The idea that the Postmastership 
is settled in any sense, except that certain poli- 
ticians have made a trade or dicker on it and set- 
tled it as far as they are concerned, is absurd. I 
know from personal interviews with the President 

Postmaster-G that they will approach 


the examination of the papers witha mind abso- 
lutely unbiased and free from preconceived judz- 
ments on the subject, to select THE BEST MAN. 
“What is Hyde's indorsement, really? Some county 
newspapers, O'Neill and Clardy and a clean bill of 
hea!th from a number of county Congressmen, who 
certify that he is a good man, weighing 200 pounds. 
Only one man, Dawson, was fresh endugh (he is of 
the verdant kind) to send an indorsement, in the 
sense of asking the appointment for him. Ido not 
understand that Vest has asked his appointment,

good sense by keeping his hands offt 
Tou forget the Globe-Democrat?" 

“Oh, no. The editor is magnanimous,but then he 
is giving something away that does not belong to 
his party. Besides, Long-headed Joseph may have 
some ulterior object in view, such as splitting the 
Democratic. party wide open, for instance, 
At any rate, I would wish to make 
a suggestion.

Hyde has offered. through a dispatch from a prom- 
inent man of this city and a letter from a Congress- 
mah, to put the patronage of tne Post Office at my 
contro! H I would support him. If he challenge 
me to the proof of this statement, the 
proof is ready. It is, therefore, to my 
interest, in the vulgar sense, to support 
him. I can certify that no other candidate 
has made any such proposition. In fact, the 
proposition isan additional evidence of his unfit- 
ness, and perbaps throws light on the means by 
which he procures indorsements.

Very few people who sit in the vast audiences 
that nightly gather to hear Gilmore's band have 
any idea of the immense expenditure of time 
patience aud money that has been made to secure, 
such tresults. Money alone cannot make 
r musical genius 

direct and control and absolutely faultless ma- 
terial, and this combination is found in Mr. Gil- 
more's splendid array of musicians. He possesses 
in the highest degree that quality of personal mag- 
netism without which no one can become a great 
leader, and he has under him men on whom he can 
place the greatest reliance and whom he 
knows to be musicians in every sense of 
the word. The result obtained has been the work 
of years, and Mr. Gilmore dates his first service as 
@ leader of a band to 1848, when he was leader of 
an amateur band in Athlone, Ireland, his native 
town. Athlone was at that time the headquarters 
of five English regiments, all of which possessed 
good bands. The leader of one of these, seeing that 
young Gilmore had considerab le musical talent,de- 
termined to educate him, and his pupil made such 
rapid progress that at the age of 18 he was leader 
of one of the best amateur bands in Ireland, and 
had a practical knowledge of the range and effect 
ofeach instrument, combined with a thorough 
knowledge of the theory of music and harmony. 
1858 he 
organized a regular band in Boston which 
at once attracted the attention of that 
cultured city on account of its intrinsic merit and 
the excelience of its programmes. When the war 
broke out Mr. Gilmore was made chief bandmaster 
in Burnside’s army, and subsequently was trans- 
ferred to New Orleans, where he assumed charge 
of the music in that division. At the inauguration 
of the first loyal Governor of the State after its 
secession, Mr. Gilmore organiz ed a chorus of 10,000 
charming little Confederate children who sang The 
Star Spangled Banner.“ After the war Mr. Gilmore 
returned to Boston and pursued the even tenor of 
bis musical way 
UNTIL THE BOSTON JUBILES, 
of which he had entirecharge He spent two 
years in preparation for this even t, and personally 
raised nearly $400,000. A special hall, the Coliseum, 
was built to hold 100,000 people, and Mr. Gilmore 
had under his baton a chorus of 20,000 voices and 
an orchestra of 2,000 pieces. Among these musicians 
were the finest bands in Europe, among others the 
Band of the Grenadier Guards of London, the Band 
of the Garde Republique, the Kaiser Franz Band 
from Berlin and Johann Strauss’ Orchestra from 
Vienna. The soloists were the finest known. As 
is well known, the Jubilee was a grand success, but 
Mr. Gilmore soon found that in New York only 
could be obtain such material as he wished, and he 
accordingly moved there in 1872, taking with him 
his best men. In 1876 he had a band of 100 musi- 
cians, which he finally reduced to 65, the 
present number. These men, without exception, are 
the best musicians in New York City, and have had 
experience with Thomas, Damrosch and Arditi. 
The band played at the Centennial Exposition, and 
afterwards made a tour of Europe and of 
America, going to San Francisco. For the 
last seven years they have given concerts at Man- 
hattan Beach, filling engagements elsewhere when 
the occasion offered. Theirtourto Europe was a 
grand success, and, strange tosay, old Europe 
learned something from young America. The ren- 
dition of Beethoven's sy nphonies was a thing seldom 
attempted by military bands until Gilmore showed 
the bandmasters that such things could be done 
and rendered correctly with no loss of effect. The 


band comprises sixty-five musicians, of whom but

known, all the rest being more or less imperfect in 
their high and low valve notes. In the tubas the 
only novelty is the monster double B-flat tuba, 
which attracts universal attention from spectators. 
The making of wind instruments has been 80 
thoroughly reduced to exact rules and the materia! 
and workmanship has so improved of late years , 
that makers can produce such instruments with 
ease, and performers can get such pure tones from 
them as to rival the heavy pedal notes on the 
organ. 

THE PERSONNEL OF THE BAND 
is decidediy varied, men from all nations being 
found in it, though Englishmen and Germans pre“ 
dominate. But very few of the old members re 
main, and whenever Mr. Gilmore findsa man who 
suits his exacting mind he is added to the number 
at once. His tour through Europe resulted in 
several very important additions, they coming from 
various parts of Europe as he found chem. Every 
man in the band is a soloist and can be 
used if necessary, though Mr. Gilmore 
places his dependence on some few, for the reason 
that solos on some of the heavy instruments would 
not be very popular. 

Benjamin C. Bent, assistant conductor, is the 
cornet soloist par excellence. The invariable ver- 
dict of musicians who have heard him is that bis 
tone is far purer than that of any soloist who ever 
played here, Liberati and Levy not excepted, and 
he is their equal in execution. Mr. Bent is an 
Englishman, and has played the cornet for twenty- 
five years, ten of which were in Gilmore's Band. 

Miguel Raffayolo, the euphonium trombonist, is 
an Italian, having been only five years in this 
ceuntry. Mr. Gilmore took him from the band of 
the Garde Nationale of Milan, Italy, and brought 
him here. He was also a member of the orchestra 
of the great La Scala Theater at Milan. He has, 
deservedly so, been a favorite with the St. Louis 
public, who admire his wonderful cadenzas. Lax,the 
flute player, has the reputation of being the best 
flute player in New York City, if not in the coun- 
try. Hehasaremarkable tone and a marvelous 
facility in execution. He is a composer of no mean 
ability and a first-class arranger. He has been 
with Gilmore for four years. Edward A. Lefevre, 
che saxaphone solojgt, is the greatest artist on that 
instrument ever brought tothis country. He plays 
the alto saxophone, and was soloist tothe King of 
Holland when Gilmore secured him, twelve years 
ago.

Death of a Gestlemanly Old Tramp Who 
Was Kaown in St Louis. 

De. Luximon Roy, whose sudden death at Little 
Rock, Ark., was yesterday published in the Posr- 
Dis are. had taken all the degrees of the multitu- 
dinous order of tramps and was eminently qualified 
to filf with dignity and distinction, the office of 
past-commander of that order to which 
he bad =e attained, by reason of his 
life-long experience as an irresponsi- 
bie and homeless vagabond.

New York, October 2.—As announced in the Post 
DIspatca yesterday, one of the foremost of early 
American artists, William Page, a contemporary of 
Thomas Cole, Washington Alliston and Asher B. 
Durand, died Wednesday night at his home near 
Richmond, where he had lived for the past six or 
seven years in great retirement, aged 74. years. 
The news of his death will awake many long slum- 
bering memories in the older studios of this city, 
and many will be the reminiscences which will be 
brought forth and discussed in clubs and council- 
room among the remaining few of the dead artist's 


associates, many of them painters whose names 
have become household words, for William Page 
was truly one of the pioneers of American art—a 
painter whose force, or originality and artistic 
sympathy, feeling and appreciation, gave to his 
canvases a strength and quaiity which did not fail 
to influence his associates and followers. He gave 
his attention also to other ferms of art. A raré 
lover of — he devoted much time to its study. 
James Russell Lowell dedicated a volume of his 
b@oxks to him, and said to one of New York's oldest 
painters yesterday, “I doubt not that Lowell's 
n will again be stirred at the news of 
age’s death.“ An enthusiastic Shakesperean 
scholar, he could repeat every one of his sonnets 
word for word and nothing pleased him better than 
to pour them ferth tosome sympathetic ear. He 
was. in truth, a many-sided man, and one who 
influenced his time. o dead artist was born in 
Albany in 1811, and removed to New Yorkin 1820. 
He gave early signs of artistic talent and won a 
premium, when only eleven years old, from the 
American Institute fora drawing in India ink.
